ASHINGTON— It is now 18 years since 
Richard Achilles Ballinger died in 
Seattle, a broken-hearted old man. 
As 
Taft’s Secretary of the Interior, he had 
been the center of the worst government 
scandal of the early twentieth century. 
His alleged connivance to steal Alaskan 
coal lands had blackened the entire Taft 
Administration. 
It had started the break 
between Theodore Roosevelt and Taft, 
which eventually led to the split with in 
the Republican Party and the election of 
Woodrow Wilson. 
Unquestionably, the 
Ballinger-Pinchot row' w as one of the most 
important political landmarks of the early 
cent u ry. 
Richard Ballinger died in 1922 protest-] 
ing his innocence to the end. 
Aside from 
his cousin, Willis Ballinger, Federal Trade 
Commission economist, his name had few 
defenders. 
Now, however, the Ballinger case has 
been secretly reopened in the Interior De-] 
partment, and it seems certain that Secre-j 
tary of the Interior Harold Ickes will issue 
a statement righting an ancient wrong. 
He w'ill exonerate Ballinger. 
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‘Good boy! 
Hitting the low' 70’s!”

children are very susceptible to sug­ 
gestion and unless they are per­ 
suaded out of their condition, m al­ 
nutrition may result. 
Parents are sometimes surprised 
to find th a t they have a case of mal­ 
nutrition on their hands due simply 
to functional anorexia. 
In adults a serious state of mal­ 
nutrition can follow upon anorexia. 
This occurs in the condition called 
"anorexia nervosa.” To call it loss 
of appetite—anorexia—is but fee­ 
bly to characterize the condition. It 
is rather an annihilation of appe­ 
tite, so complete th at it seems in 
some cases impossible ever to eat 
again. 
The antagonism to food 
grows into a spasm at the sight of 
food. 
This extreme form, "anorexia 
nervosa,’’ follows on a finicky appe­ 
tite in childhood. Children should 
be persuaded out of such feelings in 
the early stage.

Normal Blood 
Pressure 


TV/iaf is normal blood pres­ 
sure? 


While it is usually said that nor­ 
mal blood pressure should be IOO 
plus your age, this statem ent has 
obvious limitations. 


The study of Robinson and Bru- 
cer, in 1939, has tended to revise 
downward what are generally called 
normal blood pressure levels. Sys­ 
tolic blood pressure is the pressure 


when the heart is in contraction. 
Diastolic blood pressure, which is 
the pressure when the heart is in 
relaxation, is about 40 points below 
this. 


Robinson and Brucer made a 
study of 
7,000 
men 
and 3,000 
women, none of whom did hard work 
and whose economic position was 
sufficiently assured that each could 
afford a thousand dollar insurance 
policy. Eighty-six per cent of the 
men had systolic blood pressures 
between 90 and 130, and 89 per 
cent of the women had systolic 
pressures 
between 
90 
and 
130. 
Twenty-five per cent of the men 
and 44 per cent of the women had 
blood pressures below 110, no m at­ 
ter what age. 


In following the blood pressure 
of normal individuals over a period 
of IO years, it was found that blood 
pressures which were low did not 
show as much change from year to 
year as those which were high. Sys­ 
tolic pressures of over 140 and dias­ 
tolic pressures over 80 are, there­ 
fore, considered abnormal. 


The popular notion that low blood 
pressure has any danger connected 
with it is fallacious. Longevity is 
based on three factors—low weight, 
low pulse rate and low blood pres­ 
sure.
